1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1 , 9, 10, and 25 no prior art of record teaches storing data 
such that when a head of the front journaling and a head of the rear journaling meet 
each other at a first location, a central location is set at the first location and the head of 
the front journaling is returned to the start location and the head of the rear journaling is 
returned to the end location, wherein the central location moves toward the other party's 
journaling if the head of the front journaling or the head of the rear journaling arrives 
again at the central location and the other head is not located at the central location, 
and wherein the head is indicative of a location for storing data. 

With respect to claim 6, no prior art of record teaches a method for storing data 
wherein when a head of the first data and a head of the second data are stored and 
meet each other at a first location, a central location is set at the first location, and the 
first and the second data are stored from the start location and the end location, 
respectively, and wherein the central location is variably formed based on at least one 
of a respective amount of data to be stored or a size of a respective storage space in 
which the data is to be stored. 

With respect to claim 20, no prior art of record teaches a dual journaling storing 
method for storing data in a memory sectioned into multiple partitions, data being 
independently read, written, or erased according m the respective partitions, 
characterized in that the data is stored from start and end locations of storage spaces of 
the respective partitions toward a central location, wherein a garbage collection is 
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performed at the front journaling and the rear journaling independently when a free 
space is insufficient.
